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PROPOSED GERMAN TARIFF ON FOOD STUFES 


The proposed tariff law on foodstuffs has 
just had its first reading before the German 
tariff commission. While the German Gov- 
ernment itself had in mind a decided increase 
in the price of foodstuffs—as indicated by its 
proposed recommendations upon the new tar- 
iff—the commission which is composed main- 
ly of Agrarians, has drawn up a schedule of 
duties which presents an extreme advance 
even over these recommendations. The follow- 
ing table shows the tariff on foodstuffs in 
force at the present time, that recommended 
by the Government, and that determined 
upon by the tariff commission:

TO RELIEVE FREIGHT CAR SHORTAGE

CURING EXTRA MESS BEEF 


Mess beef extra comprises chucks, plates, 
flanks and rumps and should be packed 220 
lb. of meat to the barrel. A very good cure 
for mess beef is as follows: Make a mix- 
ture of 4 lb. English salt, 12 oz. saltpetre, 
and 4 lb. sugar with which run each piece as 
packed, placing what remains on top layer. 
Head up tight and fill with 70 degree pickle 
through bung, and roll well. Then put in 
cold storage, which should have a temper- 
ature of 38 deg. to 40 deg. F. Cure in 50 
days. All barrels are supposed to be packed 
at 220 lbs. but in actual piactice are packed 
at 216 to 217 lb. and so on.

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THE BIGGEST CALF MARKET 


New York City is the biggest live calf mar- 
ket in the United States. The metropolis re- 
ceives nearly as many live calves as Chicago and 
Kansas City put together. New York City re- 
ceives 246,000 calves annually, Chicago 136,- 
000, and Kansas City 113,000 head, making 
249,000 for the two last. But as Chicago 
ships out 14,000 of her calf receipts and Kan- 
sas City 64,000, or 78,000 for both, and New 
York City does not ship one away, the big 
city kills 246,000 calves to 171,000 head for 
the two big centers, or 75,000 head more than 
both of them combined. Jersey City also re- 
ceives 87,000 calves and Weehawken 54,000 
head. These added make the metropolitan 
district’s gross receipts of live cattle 387,000 
head per annum or, within 19,000 head of the 
combined gross annual receipts of Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha, Milwaukee, 
and Boston ; the receipts of the last named cen- 
ter being 110,000 head of calves per year. As 
New York City, Jersey City and Weehaw- 
ken ship away 45,000 head of their total re- 
ceipts of 387,000 head of calves and the cen- 
ters of Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, St.

CONTENTS 
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SAPONIFICATION OF OILS AND FATS IN 
BLEACHING 


Some time ago Mr. Albert Scheurer con- 
tributed to the “Bulletin” of the Mulhouse 
Society a lengthy communication on cotton 
bleaching, in which he gave the results of 
some experiments on the saponification of 
fatty bodies on cotton cloth, his object being 
to find what differences there are between 
different oils and fats in their behavior to 
scouring agents. Ile made experiments on 
tallow, cottonseed oil, fatty acids, and mineral 
oils. The experiments were made in flasks 
(when the boiling temperature was used) 
and in iron tubes (heated in a bath of oil 
in those made at 120 deg. C). A_ piece of 
cotton cloth four inches square had a spot 
of one or other of the fatty matters experi- 
mented with placed on it, and then’ it was 
boiled in the flask or tube, afterwards washed 
and dried. and the dry pieces placed on a dish 
of cold water. If free from grease, the whole 
surface of the cloth became instantaneously 
wet, but if not free from grease the cloth 
wetted only slowly, or not at all, showing up 
the spot of grease well. It was found that 
some fats were more difficult to remove than 
others, tallow being one of the most difficult. 
The natural fatty matters of cotton are more 
dificult to saponify than cottonseed oil, but 
less so than tallow. <A solution of caustic 
soda (5-10th parts in 1,000) removed the 
natural fats from cotton cloth in eighteen 
hours, while it took nearly twice as long (thir- 
ty-four hours) to remove tallow. It is im- 
material whether the strong or weak caustic 
be used, as it was found to take just as long 
to remove tallow with one as with the other. 
Soda ash takes longer to remove fats than 
caustic, as might naturally be expected. 

A 1 per cent. solution removed natural 
grease in thirty-two hours; a 2 per cent. solu- 
tion took fourteen to thirty-six hours respec- 
tively. It was found that the addition of 
rosin facilitated the removal of the fats; a 
mitxure of 5 caustic, 24% rosin, and 1,000 
water removed both fats in eighteen hours. 
With double the caustic six hours only were 
required: on the other hand, while rosin and 
caustic removed the fats quicker than the 
caustic alone, a mixture of soda ash and rosin 
removed the fats rather more slowly than 
soda ash alone, a somewhat curious result. 

Caustic lime has evidently some _ strong 
saponifying properties, as it removed the nat- 
ural oils in six hours, and tallow in twelve. 
Baryta was also used, but the saponification 
Was not complete even after thirteen hours, 
Heating to 120 deg. C. quickened the action 
of saponification, as might naturally be ex- 
pected. In four hours the natural fats were 
removed, and in sixteen hours tallow was re- 
moved. A good circulation of the liquids was 
found to be essential for a complete removal 
of the fatty matters. <A spot of cottonseed 
oil was removed in eight hours by being boiled 
in 1 per cent. soda ash liquor, and when this 
piece was dried and wetted the spot became 
wet, while the surrounding cloth was not, the 
inference being that the cottonseed oil gas 
brought about the saponification of the natural 
fat where it was in eight hours, while without 
it it would have taken thirty-two hours to 
remove, It was found that mixing an easily 
saponifiable fat with a difficulty saponifiable 
one facilitated the removal of the latter. A 
mixture of oleic or stearic acid with tallow 
Was removed in one-third of the time the 
tallow alone would have taken, so that the 
fatty acid must have considerably increased 
the saponifiability of the tallow. 

Mineral ils were also experimented upon. 
These oils are not saponifiable, and are not 
removable completely by boiling with alkali, 
but if they are either mixed with fat oils or 
fat oils be rubbed over the mineral oil stains, 
the latter can be removed almost completely, 
Experiment showed that the less fat oil there 
is, the more difficult it is to remove mineral 


oi! from cloth, and that to ensure complete 
removal the two oils must be mixed in equal 
proportions. 


By mixture with the fat oil the 


mineral oil is enabled during saponification to 
form an emulsion, and so is mechanically 
carried away with the aqueous liquors. This 
would seem to show that when a bleacher has 
found mineral oil in the cloth he is bleaching, 
the best way to extract it would be to saturate 
the cloth in olive oil or oleic acid. The greater 
utility of rosin soap over pure soda is prob- 
ably explainable by reason of its emulsifying 
powers being greater. 

Lime is also known to be an active scour- 
ing agent, and this may be explainable by 
the lime forming an insoluble lime soap, which 
adheres to the cloth and attracts to it fatty 
and other matters in a mechanical manner, 
so facilitating the removal of these bodies from 
the cotton cloth.—7'crtile Mlcrcury.

endowed. 


It is but natural, then, that im- 
portant interests and places closely watch the 
competitive haulage tariff well knowing its 
effect upon them. The small item of 10c. 
per 100 Ibs, discrimination persisted in for a 
length of time means the breaking up of in- 
dustrial enterprise at one point or the stag- 
nation of it at another. In the haulage of 
2,000,000,000 Ibs. of food alone this small re- 
bate of 10c. per 100 lbs. means $2,000,009. In 
moving 6,000,000,000 lbs. of live meats into 
Chicago, for instance, and 5,000,000,000 Ibs. 
of food products out this little item of 10c. 
per 100 lbs. means a loss or gain of $11,000,- 
000. So potent an item in freight would in- 
evitably have its effect. It does. For that 
good reason protests are strong and persistent 
when the friendly favoritisms of the rebate is 
extended to one part of the country and not 
to the rest. Freight is the powerful factor in 
the distribution of products.

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DECLINED ° TO EQUALIZE SEED RATES 


The Texas Railroad Commission has refus- 
ed to disturb the present freight rates on 
cottonseed and cottonseed hulls to equalize 
ber of Commerce had requested the Commis- 
sion to abolish the differential applying on 
cottonseed and cottonseed hulls to equalizze 
the haulage rates on those products. This was 
to be done by amending the commodity 
tariff No. 3-A by abolishing the differential 
on seed and hulls between Galveston ond 
Houston, Tex. In declining to do so the Com- 
mission said: 

The maximum rate on cottonseed to Gal- 
veston is 20c. The effect of the application 
is to reduce the rate on seed to 17% c., hulls 
to 10c. and oil to 18¢e. That there is no ne- 
cessity for a general reduction in rates on 
these commodities is evidenced by the unani- 
mous statement from the Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association, filed in this case, opposing 
any change in existing rates, and the demand 
for a change is predicated upon the claim that 
an oil mill located at Galveston is at a dis 
advantage with relation to interior oil mills. 
Under existing rates we believe it is fair to 
assume that the interior oil mill must pay, 
on the average, not less than 5c. per ewt. to 
get seed to his mill. It therefore follows 
that on oil. cake and meal which is exported 
the total freight charges borne by the interior 
mill to shipside is, on oil, 25c. and on cake and 
meal, 221%4c. per ecwt., whereas, the total 
charges for the oil mill located at Galveston 
is the present rate of the seed, viz., 20c. per 
ewt. 

The foregoing are some of the reasons fo: 
the arrangement of commodity tariff No. 
3-A, as it now exists and upon the whole 
we are of the opinion that sufficient reasons 
do not appear demanding a change and the ap 
plication is therefore refused and the case dis 
missed.

Campaign Against the “Shorts”—Easily Con- 
trolled Speculative Situation.—Settled Con- 
citions not Prcbable This Side of January— 
Statistical Positions Favored to Selling In- 
terests. 


The culmination of the September wheat 
und lard deal on Tuesday, left a nervous s-t- 
uation for the ensuing month. On the day fol- 
lowing there was a promise of Oct. lard being 
taken hold of for quite as effective manipula- 
tion as was the Sept. option. This was pre- 
mised in our previous review. Indeed, as 
then stated, there would be no reason to ex- 
pect other than excited conditions for all de- 
liveries this side of January and indeed Janu- 
ary may be, before the month is reached, 
taken hold of with more urgency for a 
squeeze. It is seemingly simply a question as 
to whether the “short” interest, as the months 
are reached, will stay in of sufficient impor- 
tance to work against. Statistically, all along 
the line, the conditions are, and a.e likely to 
be, favorable to holding interests until sev- 
eral months are gone by and the benefits are 
had in larger supplies of hog and cattle fats 
from the corn crop. 

‘The nervous excitable look of affairs was 
intensified by the remarkable weather over 
the corn belt, which has delayed curing of the 
corn, as well as making a larger quantity of 
it unmerchantable. ‘There is a good deal of 
apprehension among the December corn 
“shorts” of insufficient supplies of contract 
grade of the grain for that month. Indeed a 
bulge on corn prices through the nervousness 
of “shoits” in protecting contracts started, 
perhaps, the upward movement of hog prod- 
ucts at an earlier date than was intend. d. Hog 
products, however, could easily move of them- 
selves upward through their highly favorable 


statistical features, on an exhibition of a 
“short” interest. 
It is quite possible that “shorts” will be- 


come sufficiently alarmed to cover contracts 
at an early date, and that the remaining 
interest that way may not be of a marked 
character by the time the later months are 
reached. Yet, on the other hand, “shorts” 
always become encouraged over reactions in 
a market, and after the radical advance that 
has been made within the past few days over 
both corn and hog products, it is natural to 
look for a yielding tendency from any ex- 
treme figures that may be made. 

It is wholly a manipulated, speculat‘ve -it- 
uation, over which opinions concerning the fu- 
ture are of less moment than ordinarily. It 
would seem, however, to be a very ea ly pe- 
riod to take hold of the October option for 
squeezing and even to send the later options 
permanently higher. On that account the ex- 
pectation is of some setbacks of prices, not- 
withstanding the moderate extent of sunplies 
would enable the packers to maintain almost 
any prices they please to ask for the prod- 
ucts. At this writing the Chicago stocks of 
provisions in full are not available in New 
York; they are, however, understood to be 
much reduced for the month on the princinal 
‘commodities, and that the extent of the hold- 
ings would prove no obstacle to any manipu- 
lation. As an instance lard is in particularly 
reduced supply in Chicago, as 7,000 tes. of it 
were shipped out of that market on the clos- 
ing day of September. 

If demands from cash buyers for the hog 
products are conservative because of the ex- 
cited line of pices for them, it must be con- 
sid‘red that the hog packing is much more 
moderate than usual for this time of the year, 
and that there is enough demand together 
with the consignments made to Europe, to use 
up productions. Moreover, there is no proba- 
bility of burdensome stocks of hog products 








for many weeks, as all reports from the in- 
terior imply that the hog supply for market- 
ing this fall is shorter than that of last year 
in the same time. 

It is a condition of affairs so rarely bad 
that the whole position is a very much mixed 
one to essentially all traders. 

It had been hard to believe by the trade, as 
a whole, that there was a material “short” 
interest in lard or pork for September or Oc- 
tober, in consideration of the ability to 
squeeze the speculators in them from the 
supplies, yet it developed for September and 
would seem to prevail for October if the cur- 
rent excited prices for the option are any in- 
dication. It has been conceded that there is a 
large “short” interest in January, as it was 
known that the western outsiders and Europe 
had sold this option freely on expectations of 
effects from the corn crop. It has now become 
a question as to whether manipulation will 
cover the later month, particula:ly in consid- 
eration of the reports of the last few days of 
continued rainy weather over the corn grow- 
ing sections and the delay in marketing the 
grain as well as of injury to it, and with 
which features hog products sympathize. The 
amount of damaged corn will prove consider 
able. 

The stock of lard in Chicago, as telegraph- 
ed. is 35,000 tes. contract grade, against 45,- 
700 tes. for Sept. 1; of pork, 34,000 bbls.. 
against 36,400 bbls. last month, and of ribs. 
11,000,000 Ibs., against 17,700,000 Ibs. last 
month. 

The prices of hogs were ranging lower in 
the period of most sensitive hog products 
prices, but at this writing they are doing a 
little better and are more actively taken up 
by the packers. 

With the wild range of prices for pure lard 
an advantage is had by the compound makers, 
who are doing a much larger business in the 
compounds. It would seem as if the business 
in compounds would even enlarge on the short 
supplies of pure lard and the very favorable 
buying prices of the compounds, which latter 
are hardly disturbed in value, notwithstanding 
the fact that oleo. stearine is costing a good 
deal more money and cotton oil does not, as 
yet, give away materially in value. 

In New York there has been little done in 
either pork or lard; the supplies of lard here 
are small—or only 5,861 tes. prime, 50 tes. 
off grade and 695 tes. stearine, total 6,606 tes. 
against 5,674 tes. September 15. 

Compound lard is seling here at 7¥, to 
7%,¢., chiefly at 73%,c. The city cutters have 
small holdings of bellies and get full prices for 
them.

SUMMARY 

The Chicago packer market has fallen off 
fractionally on ceitain lines though there 
has been no appreciable slump; there is no 
question however, but what the market is 
easier than it has been and that the general 
tendency is downward. While stocks are not 
large, cattle receipts are, and this, combined 
with other adverse influences is exeiting an 
unhappy effect upon the market. 

The country market is also on the down- 
ward trend and the difference of opinion be- 
tween buyer and seller as to what constitutes 
values seriously militates against business. 
Such strength as there is in the situation is 
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monopolized by heavy stock. The Boston 
market continues dull and tanners show lit- 
tle disposition to accede to the views of 
dealers whose ideas are farctionally above 
those of the buyers most of whom are well 
supplied and not disposed to anticipate imme- 
diate needs. New Englands are in such small 
supply as to hardly be a feature of the mar- 
ket. The Philadelphia market is dull and 
tanners are very cautious in their operations. 
There seems little disposition on the part of 
either buyers or sellers to operate. The New 
York market is dull and in general sympathy 
with other centers.

TALLOW.—The entire position of the mar 
ket rather more favois the selling interest. 
Ihere is a belief that perhaps a little more 
money may be made, but at the same time 
that the limit is nearly reached. This de- 
duction is made from the rather more de- 
mands for the soap grades, as incident to the 
improving trade in manufactured goods. But 
that stronger prices may be hard to maintain 
in consideration of the fact of the advancing 
season to expected effects from new grain 
crops upon cattle supplies, and the temper 
likely to prevail among the manufacturers of 
conservative buying until the situation in a 
general way is better defined. It is, of course 
considered that whatever the temper of buy 
ers may be of reservd buying that the fat 
supplies are not likely to be materially larger 
for some time yet, but as it is in the nature 
of traders to discount probabilities there is 
reason for the apprehension that after the 
present little spurt of demand is over for raw 
materials, and as forced by the trading of 
manufacturers, that buying will be done as 
conservatively as possible. 

There is no question but that tallow had 
been well hought up over the country latter 
ly, however, slow of sale some of our city 
productions have been and which latter has 
led to the storing of a portion of them. It is 
altogether probable, however, that the city 
made will have more attention as the cool 
er weather is making the quality much more 
attractive. It has been a peculiarity of the de- 
mand for some time that it has run more to 
the better grades of tallow, and essentialiy 
everything else has been under neglect. More 
over, tierced tallow has been wanted rather 
than hogsheads and now more of the tallow 
is being put into tierces in New York, and 
which is now closely sold up and at least \e.

OLEO. STEARINE.—This product is inde- 
pendent of changes in markets with which it 
usually sympathizes, and for the reason that 
the production is barely sufficient for actual 
needs of consumption. The short supply as 
against ordinary seasons, with the prospect 
of little enlargement of it for some time, the 
fact that the compounds which take the stear- 
ine in their make have a larger use than ever 
before because of the strained prices for pure 
lard enables pressers to be independent as 
demands come along for the stearine. So far 
as concerns the eastern markets the compound 
people are anxious to take all of the stearine 
in sight and are as well making contracts 
with the pressers, covering all October deliv- 
ery. Indeed the pressers have very little for 
sale for prompt delivery as their current 
makes go essentially, all of them, on contracts 
with buyers made ahead. Chicago is perhaps 
more excited than the eastern markets over 
the stearine, and at the close is asking decid- 
adly higher prices. New York has sold 100,- 
900 Ibs. at 1334¢., and 50,000 Ibs. at 14c., and 
is now l4e. bid and Chicago 600,000 lbs., lat- 
terly, at a few lots as low as 13%4c., but 
mostly up to 13%4¢. and afterwards sold 100,- 
000 Ibs. at 14¢c., now having l4e. bid, and 
asking 14'¥4c. and even lie. 

LARD STEARINE.—Now that lard ean be 
had at a substantial decline from the manip- 
ulated price of the month just closed, al- 
though it has a bullish look, and may be 
squeezed as was September, the stearine has 
irregular prices. ‘lhere are some city lots 
1eld as high as 12%e.; perhaps 12e. is nearer 
the market rate for them; the last sale, at 
the close of the previous week was 50,000 lbs. 
at 12e. 

COTTONSEED STEARINE.—There is a 
quick sale for any of the product on offer for 
future delivery; the supplies on offer are 
small because of the uncei tainty over the near 
extent of the winter cotton oil production. 
The asking price is now 7c. per lb. for No- 
vember and December deliveries. 

GREASE.--There are some strictly choice 
white lots which have special demands and 
are well controlled, that could not be bought 
at the ordinarily understood market rates. 
Otherwise the market appears to be slack and

BUYERS ARE STILL APART. 


Hesitancy Over the Situation—Weakness on 
Deliveries After October. 


The prolonged apathy of large buyers is 
having some effect upon sellers’ views for de- 
liveries after October. Not that material 
changes happen to prices but only that there 
appears to be rather more of an effort to get 
bids. On the later deliveries, while there is 
marked indifference all uround among the peo- 
ple who in most seasous usually begin to fig- 
ure ahead over their wants for the late fall 
and early winter months. Prices may be 
called slightly lower for these late months. It 
is a condition of affairs remarkably unusual 
in the beginning of a new crop season. Many 
of the mills have high cost seed, and they are 
unwilling to sell the oil except at a proper 
basis of values with the cost of the raw ma- 
terial. At the same time the offishness of 
buyers gives a perplexed outlook. Thee have 
been a few of these mills willing to come 
down a little in views over prices, but most of 
them hold to their oil in hopes that urgent 
demand will appear to give a range of prices 
for the product more satisfactory than that 
existing. Most of the mills are now at work, 
excepting, of course, some of the new mills, 
which, as is commonly understood, are de!ay- 
ed through the lack of machinery. But it is 
a general understanding that a good deal of 
oil is now being made and that it is accumu- 
lating rather more than desired, and in view 
of the reserved attitude of buyers. It is more a 
question as to how long marked interest of 
buyers will be delayed, and whether through 
it, if of a protracted order, the mills will be 
disposed to hold their oil. Some of the trad 
ers think that marked activity over buying 
the oil is not likely to be indulged in for some 
time, and because of the natural feeling 
an:ong buyers of more favorable prices to 
them as the season advances when benefits 
may be had from larger supplies of all fats. 
Other traders think that perhaps too much 
is expected as the outcome of the large corn 
crop for the near future at least, and that 
















only sentiment could affect prices unfavorably 
for deliveries of fats generally this side ot 
January, since only actual benefits could be 
had from the corn crop in the way of hoz and 
cattle supplies, as the new year was well ad- 
vanced, and that cotton oil would not feel the 
effect of the large other fat supplies until 
then. But there is no question that there is 
nothing in sight to imply that the attitude 
of buyers will be changed and the possibility 
that oil supplies will accumulate in a bur- 
densome way after this month gives the pres- 
ent slightly uneasy look over prices. 

There is some foreed buying of a few lots of 
the oil by the western compound makers, but 
there is missed the usual snappishness among 
them over contracting ahead of actual needs, 
ind notwithstanding that there is a large 
consumption of the oil by the compound peo- 
ple, who are having a good distribution of 
their products by reason, in part, of the com- 
paratively high prices of pure lard. And the 
soapmakers who usually get to woik at about 
this time in contracting for the oil for the late 
fall and winter deliveries are waiting for a 
more secure look of affairs, although there is 
some demand from them. Efforts as well to 
get the foreign markets interested over offer- 
ings meet with little success. There are offers 
to sell Europe deliveries after October, more 
particularly November, December and January 
deliveries, at 35c. for prime yellow in New 
York. Some cables from Marseilles say that 
a good deal of the oil has been offered it at 
57 franes, which is essentially the indicated 
price in New York, and that certain special 
brands have been offered it at 58% _ franes. 
This is a slightly lower price than that which 
prevailed the previous week, yet it attracts 
little attention upon the foreign markets and 
implies that Europe, although it needs oil, is 
holding very short stocks, it is disposed to 
bide developments of affairs in this country. 

It is an altogether mixed up situation over 
which opinions may be held as to the outcome 
but no trader feels like taking material risks. 

The near deliveries of prime yellow, how- 
ever, at the seaboard may be subjected to 
turns in prices more in the sellers’ favor, and 
because of the light deliveries of new crop at 
the seaboard, and the inability to get much 
of it forwarded until the latter part of Octo- 
ber. while the offerings all through October 
ire likely to be of a very moderate order. It 
is realized that about 8,000 bbls. prime yellow 
had been bought in New York for delivery the 
lirst half of October all the way from 3614 to 
i8l,c., and that something may develope in 

the way of prices on deliveries of this. It

the light supply which also tends to cause 
strong holding of spot prime yellow, or up to 
4lc., although at present there is little de- 
mand for it; and yet all October delivery 
was offered in small lots at 36%4c., and 
lot as low as 36c.

December de- 
livery is at 35¢., while November, December 
and January, together, could be had at 35c. 
New Orleans had sold about 2,000 bbls. prime 
yellow for October delivery, and is now ask- 
ing a slight advance for that delivery, or to 
The exporters have taken _ several 
small lots of prime yellow in New York, in 
all 1,800 bbls. for October, November and De- 
cember deliveries at the indicated prices; 
these purchases were wholly where the oil was 
imperatively needed, while for larger lots it 
is hard to get bids upon a basis near the ask- 
ing prices for deliveries this side of Novem- 
ber, although for November and later deliv- 
‘ries there are a few bids for more important

parcels closer the asking basis than 
those for the nearer months. Indeed, 
2,000 bbls. prime yellow have been taken 


in New York for November to March deliver- 
ies at 35144¢., yet efforts to sell more to Eu- 
rope provoked a reply that there was a good 
deal of the oil offered to it for these later de- 
liveries at the comparatively easy prices. 
Chere have been other sales in New York, not 
however, for export, of 1,500 bbls. prime yel- 
low, October delivery, at 36%,c., 1,000 bbls. 
lo., first half October, at 38¥c., 1,200 bbls. 
lo., November delivery, in lots, at 35%4c., 
2,000 bbls. do., first half October, at 37@37¥%, 
¢., now at 3814c., 100 bbls. good off yellow, on 
spot, at 39c., 300 bbls. do., last half October, 
it 354%¢., and 100 bbls. red, on spot, at 3714. 
There have been 5,000 bbls. prime yellow, in 
tanks, taken by the western compound people 
on urgent needs, at 31%4@32c., in tanks. About 
1,500 bbls. new crop winter yellow, November 
to March deliveries, were sold at 40c., in 
New York. Small lots of old crop winter yel- 
low on the spot have been sold at 44c., and of 
white at 44e. 

The mills have sold about 35 tanks crude in 
Texas and 20 tanks-in the Valley, at 28c.;

for crude in tanks for prompt shipment. And 
he asking price would not be considered ex- 
reme if the cost of seed alone had to be con- 
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sidered. But it is now hard to get any bids 
over 28c. for important lots for all October at 
least, although where some small lots are re 
quired 29e. and 30c. and even 3le. ar paid 
for prompt shipments. 

There is no question but that the oil is be 
ing taken up more freely by the refineries 
South, making compound lard; there is, how 
ever, missed in the way of trading the large, 
general demand for the oil which comes usual 
ly from all sources at the beginning of a new 
crop year, in contracting ahead, and because 
of the uncertainty over general market condi 
tions this season, and particularly as buyers 
feel that the coming year will be more favor 
able to them as concerns prices than through 
the year just closed—however late in it they 
may be favored. 

The seed situation is still a mixed one, in 
very high prices being paid in some sections, 
or up to $20 to $21 per ton, while in other lo 
ealities it is obtained down to $15. The mills 
have got enough seed to keep them busy, for 
awhile, but the seed supply is not on offer as 
yet to the extent that had been expected, al 
though it is believed that at least as much 
oil is being made just now at the co re 
sponding time last year, most of the traders 
are looking for a production for the 
rather larger than in the previous year 

There is no question but that the heavy 
rains of the past several days have injured 
cotton in many sections, and the prospects of 
the cotton crop are not as good as about a 
week ago. It looks as though the injury to 
the crop had been a little more than usual in 
September, yet we think that the condition 
on the whole is slightly better than at thi. 
time last year, and that there is a promise o 
the cotton yield being a little more than then 
if not as good as it was a few days since. We 
observe that low eotton crop estimates are ap 
pearing, as they did last year at about this 
time. and believe that they are fully as much 
out of the way as then.

In some sections more particularly in Tex- 
is, there is a good chance for the late planted 
and top crop cotton turning out well, by 
which current ideas of the extent of the cot- 
ton crop may have to be enlarged. Then again 
damage may be of a little more importance. We 
think the cotton crop at present promises in 
the neighborhood of 10,750,000 to 11,000,000 
bales, although, of course we do not make this 
as our final crop estimate for the season. It 
may offer more damaged seed than it did in 
last season, although suflicient of the crop 
has been gathered in fine order to offer all of 
the prime seed that will be required; however. 
that the prices of it may be influenced by the 
less cotton crop than had been expected. 

The lack of combination over the pr ces to 
be paid for seed this year is probably the 
main reason for its present irregular and full 
prices. There may be a better understanding 
of seed prices in some states in a few days 
is it is understood more of an effort will be 
made to have a harmonious basis. 

It is hoped by many traders that the 
lard situation may benefit cotton oil, in in- 
creasing demands for it at an earlier period

warrant squeezing. Those people who had 
big ideas of the effect of the large corn crop 


too early a period in the season and 
sold “short” may become frightened over 
statistical situations and cover at an 
early period. Actual effects from sup- 
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plies of the corn crop in increasing fat sup- 
plies materially, could not, of course, be 
had through the remainder of this year. Thus 
October lard which on Tuesday’s market for 
it was markedly low as against the sueezed 
price on the outgoing September deal, was on 
the succeeding day shot upward fully 47 
peints and is at this writing feverish. This 
portends a situation ‘of marked disturbance 
and it is hardly likely that cash buyers will

COTTONSEED OIL SITUATION. 


(Special Letter to The National Provisioner from 
Aspegren & Co.) 

There is a decidedly easier tone to the mar- 
ket as sentiments have changed materially 
during the last week. The mills have realized 
that the prices that they paid for seed would 
bring them a loss on their oil and some of 
them stopped buying. ‘Lhe result has been a 
more liberal offering of seed at lower prices. 
There has also turned out to be more oil av: il- 
able on spot than generally supposed and the 
premium on prompt and first half of October 
oil has been reduced considerably. In fact, 
there is to-day hardly more than 1c. pre- 
mium on prompt deliveries over the price for 
November against 4 to 5c. a couple of weeks 
ago. New crop oil is coming in freely, and oil 
is getting more plentiful. There is also a 
marked disinclination on the part of the for- 
eigners to contract for any more, and they 
are steadily reducing their prices, and the de- 
mand from soapmakers and compound lard 
makers is not suflicient to hold the market 
up. It looks to us as if we were going to 
have a steadily declining market for some 
time to come.

The experiment shows that all the lots fed 
paid much higher prices for corn than could 
have been obtained for it at any market 
during the feeding period. Where corn alonfe 
was fed, 93¢. per bushel was realized. When 
gluten meal was added to the corn ration, 
$1.04 per bushel was realized, an increase of 
lle. per bushel, while the addition of Inter- 
national and Standard stock foous to the corn 
ration reduced the price of con per bushel 21 
and 22Y,¢., each respectively below that re- 
ceived where corn alone was fed. These fig- 
ures show a wide variation in the prices paid 
per bushel, the most extreme care being tak- 
en, for instance the glucen meal and corn 
where $1.04 per bu. was paid, and the case of 
the Standard stock food and coin where but 
7U.5c. per bu. was paid, a difference of 33.5¢ 
A farmer will haul corn ten miles out of his 
way for 3c. per bushel. What would he do 
for 33.5c. per bushel? 


The Cottonseed Experiment 


Regarding the experiment with cottonseed 
meal, Prof. Curtiss says: 

“The cottonseed meal lot has been credited 
with gains made up to the time they were 
affected and charged with food consumed up 
to that time. No fair comparison can be 
made of their selling price, as they were 
disposed of on a dull market and much soon- 
er than they should have been. Just why cot- 
tonseed meal should have been so affected we 
are unable to answer. They were getting 
only 2.5 lbs. of cottonseed meal per day per 
head. In other experiments at this station as 
high as five pounds per head daily has been 
fed, and there are feeders who have fed as 
much as six and eight pounds of cottonseed 
meal per day without any ill results. It is 
a well known fact that cottonseed meal when 
fed directly to hogs has proved fatal. In this 
instance the hogs which followed the steers 
were not affected at all. It is just possible 
that the trouble was due to the fact that we

It is 
our intention to do more work with cotton- 
seed meal along this line. We can say with- 
out any hesitation that cottonseed meal can 
be fed with safety to fattening cattle, when 
clover hay and shelled corn are used in con- 
junction with it. It has also been fed with ex- 
cellent results in conjunction with other grain 
rations and various kinds of fodder.”

OMAHA 


The month of September was the bigest in 
the history of the yards. A total of 3,670 
ears of stock ‘arrived, fully 1,100 more than 
ever before. There were 155,129 cattle, 90,768 
hogs and 285,876 sheep. Cattle and sheep 
records have all been broken, but the supply 
of hogs was smaller than it has been for 
several years. Omaha is the only one of the 
big markets to show an increase in all classes 
of stock for the first nine months of 1902, as 
compared with the corresponding period last 


year. 
This week opened out with a record-break- 
ing run of cattle—13,228 head. The market 


has consequently been going lower for the 
past three days, not so much, however, on 
beef steers as on cow stuff and stockers and 
feeders. Desirable beeves have not gone off 
very much, as they have been comparatively 
It takes something prime in the way 
of grass to bring better than $450, 
and the fair to good grades are selling largely 
around $4.50@5. Supplies of cows and heifers 
have been very heavy, and prices show a 
20030e. decline so far for the week.

Quality of beef cattle could be termed only 
common to medium. Best here brought prices 
near steady with the close of last week. . No 
strictly choice steers or heifers were on sale, 
but had there been they would have sold trully 
steady. The bulk of the common and medium 
beef steers and cow and heifer butcher stuff 
ruled dull and weak each day, and prices closed 
15 to 25c. lower than last week. A great 
many of this class are selling for less money 
on the market than they cost in the country, 
and we see but little prospect for better prices 
so long as receipts of grass Texans and West- 
erns are so liberal. We attribute the weak de 
mand and lower prices this week to the heavy 
receipts at all markets following the extreme- 
ly heavy runs of last week, which pretty well 
filled all outlets of beef. Stockers and feeders 
were in heavy supply, and quality ruled a 
little better than last week. The demand was 
not sufficient to effect a clearance of offerings, 
and quite a few loads are being carried over 
unsold. Best grades are 10 to 20c. lower, 
while common and medium kinds are 20 to 
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40c. lower than last week. Feeding bulls also 
sold lower. Best milk cows and calves were 
in good demand at stronger prices; others sold

General Live Stock Situation 


Special Letter to The National Provisioner from the 
Mallory Commission Co.) 


HOGS.—To-day (Wednesday) marks the 
close of the summer season, as Oct. 1 starts 
the winter packing operations. The months 
of July and August, generally speaking, is the 
time of light receipts and high prices, and 
the last three months have witnessed violent 
upheavals and depressions in prices, amount- 
ing in some instances to $1 to $1.25 per hun- 
dred in one week, and all classes of dealers 
both on the buying and selling side of the 
market were very much perplexed to know 
what to expect next. The high range of prices 


which are generally expected during the late 
summer months certainly were not wanting 





this year, although, as a rule, the market has 
not been a good one for shippers to operate 
on, and while at times the hogs have netted 
a good profit over country cost, on account of 
the scarcity and shortage in the supply of 
hogs the farmers generally have held their 
hogs at prices that would prevent much profit 
on this market. 

It would certainly be a strange condition 
of the affairs if the packers would begin the 
packing season with hogs selling above Te., 
and therefore during the past week we have 
experienced an almost continual decline, un- 
til the packing grades are now selling down to 
6.75@7. The packers are as “bearish” as 
ever, as the discrepancy between the price of 
January product and the price of live hogs is 
very wide, and in consequence the large kill- 
ers are operating under protest and pursuing 
a hand-to-mouth policy, and take advantage 
of everything that will enable them to break 
the market. The effect of these “bearish” 
tactics on the part of the packers on one hand 
and the “bullish” tendency of the light sup- 
plies and fairly good fresh meat demand has 
pulled and hauled the market up and down, 
so that the trade has been very much puzzled 
as to the final outcome. 

However, we believe we have now come to 
the parting of the roads, and although we look 
for moderate receipts for several months we 
believe there will be enough hogs marketed to 
supply the trade at a lower range of prices. 
We would, therefore, advise our shippers to 
buy their hogs with a good margin and not 
hold them very long. A large portion of the 
receipts continue on the packing order, and a 
good many coarse sows among the arrivals, 
and are especially hard to sell on the mar- 


ket. The bulk of the mixed packing hogs 
sold to-day at 6.85@7.10; medium mixed 
loads, 7.10@7.35; choice shipping grades, 


7.35@7.50. 

CATTLE.—The large receipts of cattle 
during the past week was somewhat more than 
the trade could use comfortably, and prices 
generally show a decline of 15@25c., espe- 
cially on the inferior grades of natives and 
Western grass steers. The good to choice 
corn-fed cattle, as well as the prime West- 
erns, however, continue steady to strong, and 
sell at prices that are very satisfactory to 
the shippers. The general good condition of 
the stock off the Western ranges shows the 
effect of plenty of grass, and this kind is 
taken by the dressed beef men in preference 
to the common to fair natives as the dressing 
averages of the latter are greatly inferior to 
the Westerns. As noted in our letter last 
week, the Western grass cattle are somewhat 
more than half marketed, but the receipts are 
bound to continue liberal for several weeks 
to come, and we cannot expect much, if any, 
improvement in prices, especially on the com- 
mon grades which make up a large proportion 
of the receipts. 

We would not advocate feeding cattle too 
long this season, and still advise marketing all 
native stock weighing 1,200 Ibs. and over, 
especially those that are in condition to bring 
7.0047.50, as we believe more money will be 
made in this way than to try to put on the 
last pound of fiesh that the cattle will take. 

Sutcher stock in particular has suffered a 
severe decline, and the canners, “cutters” 
and medium cows are badly neglected and sell 
at the lowest prices of the season. The West- 
tern cow stock continues to meet with more 
favor from the dressed beef men, and are 
taken in preference to the natives, although 
choice cows and nice light heifers of all kinds 
are bought freely at good prices. The bull 
market is fully 25c. lower than one week ago. 
Common light stockers and feeders have de- 
clined fully 25c. per hundred in the past week, 
as a large percentage of the receipts has been 
of that kind, for which there is little or no 
demand. The light weight, coarse grade 
stockers were hard to dispose of above canner 
prices, and we still advise our readers to 
handle anything on that order with caution. 
As stated above, until the run of range and 
grass cattle generally is about exhaused, we 
cannot expect much, if any, improvement in 
the market, and the best advice we can give 
just now is to market the stock as fast as it 
is in proper condition.
